Six Pennsylvania Schools 


To Teach H um an In Full 


Dr. Charles ll. Boehm, superin­ 
tendent of the Pennsylvania State 
Department of Public Instruction 
said yesterday that the teaching 
of world affairs in Pennsylvania 
high schools will undergo a com­ 
plete overhaul during the 1958 and 
1959 terms. 


Dr. Boehm said at his home in 
Lower Makefield Township that 
I part of this "new approach” will 
be an experiment in teaching 
Russian in six schools, including 
three 
in 
Philadelphia, 
starting 
this fall. 
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The educator, who is on leave 
from his position as superintend­ 
ent of Bucks County schools, said 
the 
three 
Philadelphia 
schools 
have not been designated as yet 
but high schools in Clairton, near 
Pittsburgh, Abington, and Allen­ 
town will have courses in Russian 
language as part of their cirricu- 
lum this September. 
Dr. Boehm said the rn ised 
program also included plans to de­ 
vote two months of the American 
history 
courses 
to 
teaching 
American foreign policy from the 


Washington to the Eisenhower ad­ 
ministration. 
World Cultures Study 
There will also be a required 
six months course of study of 
world cultures including, for the 
first time, those of the Middle 
East, Africa and Asia and other 
under - developed areas of the 
world. 
An intensive program will be 
inaugurated immediately in the 
state s 14 teachers colleges to 
train 
instructors for the 
new! 
courses, Dr Boehm said.
